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Abstract: This paper aims to put some thoughts on the 
relationship between democracy and security at a European and 
global level after the military crises that have erupted since 2022 
and are still ongoing. Democracy as a factor of security and 
peace, according to the principles of the United Nations, is a 
reality that has passed into a total failure, first of all political and 
then military, ideological. The open challenges for democratic 


security as we have also seen from the summits of G7, G20, 
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BRICS have tried to include countries that for the first time 
participated in a global context where democracy discusses 
elements and factors that are far from the past and the old 


ideologies. 


Keywords: global democracy; democratic security; United 
Nations; international security; international peace; global 


regionalism. 


Globalism and democracy 

When we talk about globalism and democracy we are referring to 
domestic and international democracy within a dimension of a 
pluralistic nature that has objectives of unity. In an international 
community, the events and wars that occur are regulated within a 
group of states. Thus an exercise is conducted in relative 
sovereignty which is exercised through a series of skills and a 


plurality of various sectors. 
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Within this framework, the crises of 2022-2023 represented a 
global emergency that is exercised through information on mass 
media and government mechanisms for defense, security and 
peace as aspirations of the freedom of all peoples. 

The crisis of 2022 and the economic, geopolitical law of a global 
state seeks an effective definition of a new type of governance. 
The design of a global law presents itself as a pyramid of 
regulatory norms that each state presents to its own state as a 
guide to the principles of responsibility towards international 
peace and justice based on a function between the partnership 
and the states that are shared for this type of responsibility. 

In recent years, the pandemic and the severity of the infections, 
the space of diffusion and the lack of terminologies, that 
indicated a new type of cold war at an economic level, was a 
reality. 

The global state has dealt with moments where the crisis of both 
civil and economic political society in the contemporary world 


has extended to hypotheses of international life, thus creating a 
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series of innovations that are analyzed precisely and carefully 
(Miller, 2020; Labrosse, Olivares-Caminal, Singh, 2020; De 
Loughry, 2020; De Bandt, Drumetz, Pfister, 2020; Da Costa 
Cabral, 2020; Berberoglu, 2020; EUROPEAN CENTRAL 
BANK, 2020; INTERNATIONAL ENERGY AGENCY, 2020; 
PUBLICATIONS OFFICE OF THE EUROPEAN UNION, 
2020; Popkova, Andronova, 2022). 

Global democracy in the West goes beyond the search for shared 
solutions and avoids the affirmation of autocratic states that come 
from the East by calling for a pluralism based on the international 
community that respects each state in its form of government 
and/or type of political regime. Thus the groups that are part of a 
negotiation such as mediation that respects zones of neutrality are 
recognized by all parties that are contending. 

This peace theory respects state borders and above all the 
countries that are part of the mediation groups, i.e. Russian- 
Chinese, Islamic Turkey, member of NATO. This political 
pluralism of states detects criteria that attribute to the domestic 


citizenships of groups of states. 
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The consequences of war also involve states with a democratic 
crisis of a social and economic nature in a global era which 
extends its relations to groups, unions and private associations. 
The military crisis of 2022 has allowed a new and different 
interpretation of article 51 of the UN as preventive self-defense 
on the Russian side and as self-defense on the side of Ukraine. 
The crisis that is going on not only in Ukraine but also in Israel 
has also brought to the table the risk of environmental and energy 
security in Europe and beyond. 

Within this global perspective, the continuous crises have 
produced a double armed war in Ukraine of an economic- 
commercial nature, a gas war between the EU and Russia as an 
impact of a productive, industrial system on both sides. Within 
this operational crisis the UN showed its weakness not only 
politically but also militarily as was obvious. 

Traditional tools intended to isolate and bring sanctions to states 
are the basis of what is called democracy where the recognition 


of states, governments and regulatory acts seek to achieve the 
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protection of human rights operating in autocratic and illiberal 
governments. 

The global state is thus creating the basis for new sanctions 
measures against anti-democratic states. Additionally, a 
progressive isolation is reserved in the sector of international 
relations, of a diplomatic, economic and commercial nature, 
including land, sea and air areas. 

The continuous social and economic crises present a double level 
of protection and security at a transnational level where the 
defensive line was founded to protect the national state from the 
outside. An international prophylaxis that uses the rules of 
international law through purely interstate and internal canons in 
political, social and economic life. 

This level translates the mobilization of tools of international, 
multilateral diplomacy on a classic basis of organizations and 
groups of states which include global summits, vertical summits 
and horizontal partnerships which are open to all groups of states 
(PUBLICATIONS OFFICE OF THE EUROPEAN UNION, 
2022). 
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The role of peace and security 

Democratic peace and security presents itself as a balance of a 
circle of locations of global democracy. Democratic government 
has moved to the powers that are part of the principles of the 
Charter of the United Nations to levels that are lower on disputes 
between Atlantic and Asian countries towards a settlement. 

The security in the law of the sea for energy goods that we saw in 
the case of the Ukrainian war ended up in the face of a decision 
where the Mediterranean countries were available to a reduction 
of a war violation towards primary needs and the protection of 
human rights against civilian populations involving the related 
conflict that has not yet ended. 

The management of the crisis towards an economic and political 
enlargement has provided a relative mobilization for the efforts 
of world diplomacy. The epicenter always remains the 


framework of the UN, local diplomatic channels that have sought 
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the infamous peace without success. The diplomatic offices that 
were external to the conflict have expanded the dimensions 
through NATO and sanctions for an enlargement of new states 
such as Finland, Sweden and the Black Sea Partnership. 

The Middle Eastern solution remained in the Asian area which 
used diplomatic solutions at NATO and the G20 summits, as for 
example the summit in Bali in 2022 (Agrawala, Dussaux, Monti, 
2020; Aydin, Thomas, 2020; Son, 2020; Schaeffer, 2021; Cassis, 
Van Helten, 2021; Santoro, 2022). 

Global democracy has long been moving towards pacifism and 
international security. The path that was concluded was marked 
towards agreements that were contested and called by START 
and SALT. One of them was for the digital security. 

In the digital security sector the balance was precarious in the 
cyber security system. This agreement provided for the 
circulation of globally safeguarded public and private news and 


communications that respects interference from hostilities. 
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The Russian-Ukrainian conflict and the armaments of the 
contending parties are part of the Russian crisis and the result of 
Western collaboration for the Ukrainian side, considering as its 
object the external aggression which was recognized at an 
international level, as noted by the General Assembly of the UN 
of 3 May 2023 regarding the relations of the Council of Europe 
with the UN. 

Thus the global state attributes a transition economy to a state of 
emergencies between the economy of war and peace, involving 
provisional regimes and exceptions to previous rules which are 
caused by extraordinary events of various origins and natures. 
The state of emergency thus entails exceptional rules that respect 
the regime of international peace. 

In military and political emergencies the objective was clear, to 
avoid the war in Ukraine and Israel, through the exercise of 
special security not only of a military but also of a temporal and 


proportional nature. Legal language has used different 
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expressions towards specific figures who lead the way to 
international responsibility (Alexandrov, | Boukhanovsky, 
Chugunov, Kabanov, Koltsova, Musabirov, Pashakhin, 2022). 
Multilateralism of control and emergency management has 
opened the way to modify centralism and populist democracy 
which requires strong solidarity from each state in global and 
external responsibilities. Crises also show leadership of a 
collective, individual nature, internal and external to groups of 
states as well as individuals. 

The new forms of presidentialism are directed towards direct and 
indirect political representation, as a channel of representation 
and communication towards the will and feelings of peoples 
through the actions of institutions of a global nature (Smits, 
2022). The exception and emergence of states under geopolitical, 
economic and mixed forms of government are included between 
democratic centralism and populism. 

Government leaderships that make use of presidential norms are 
aimed at necessity and urgency. We speak of a type of populism 


where government leadership uses the relevant decisions from

political representation and information which are immediate for 
public opinion to a singular opposition policy which renews the 


crisis and security measures in favor of states who are attacked. 


Collective democracies 

Prevention as a solution to armed conflicts is part of a global 
democracy. It shows the path to improvement between the parts 
of the world, where the collective security spaces of government 
bodies and the meetings of member states have the objective of 
international peace through democracy. 

The countries that are part of it are those in the Atlantic and 
Asian areas where disputes are not resolved through recourse to 
arms but through the suspension of war activities. 

The different levels of global democracy make use of both the 
vertical institutions of each government and the horizontal ones 
of each state where, through the development of old and new 


alliances, they function as anti-crisis walls of emergencies that 
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must end up moving forward with the reconstruction of post- 
crisis. 

The diplomatic solution in international conferences rebuilds 
countries in full emergency. Recovery programs (ERP, European 
recovery program-1947) come from conferences for the 
reconstruction of countries that have suffered injustices, 
invasions, etc., i.e. the reconstruction of the Balkans, Iraq, Syria, 
Afghanistan or what we saw in Tehran in July 2022 among the 
powers that participated, namely Russia, Turkey and Iran. The 
functional legality of the Ukrainian state organization lays the 
foundation for an audience of states participating as organizations 
and groups of states. 

Military, financial and economic assistance restores each 
country's public services and urban infrastructure. The military 
crisis in Ukraine as a political, military globe has determined the 
economic-financial bases that have caused and aggravated effects 
on other states whether neighboring or not (Singh, 2021; Oguz 
Gok, Mchmetcik, 2021; Geröcs, Ricz, 2021; Collins, 2022; 
Kumar, Homan, Raman, Sundriyal, 2022; Lantis, Homan, 2022; 
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Minghst, Karns, Lyon, 2022). 

Within the EU, economic and political measures have followed a 
direction of support towards the Ukrainian side and what happens 
to Israel. The regime of emergency measures are represented by 
various packages with effective results from European economic 
areas that feel the negative and positive consequences of the 
measures and countermeasures they have adopted. 

Within this spirit, the global economy presents itself as a vast 
area that does not suspend the flows of goods, services, people 
and capital through the blockade of ports and airports during the 
period of war. The reconstruction of a normal economic life has 
now been a dream for years which involves unpredictable 
choices for states involved in conflicts, their allies and/or their 
partners (PUBLICATIONS OFFICE OF THE EUROPEAN 
UNION, 2023). 
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The summits of democracy 

Global democracy presents itself and is implemented through 
democratic summits to contemporary states with the aim of 
expanding citizenship rights in a global sense. The overall vision 
that foresees current societies is revealed to emergency crises, in 
recent years, persecuting differentiated policies such as ecology, 
environmental protection, energy and diplomacy strategy. Global 
democracy has led to a temporary restriction of citizenship rights 
through duties for emergency needs and the fullness of 
guaranteed rights that every democratic state offers. 

The democratic, cosmopolitan global society is also at a stage of 
competition where the plurality of norms that regulate it have a 
dimension of vertical and/or horizontal relationships. The crises 
of recent years through summits have opened the way for peace 
as a dynamic solution towards the directions of a construction of 


political-military, financial and economic clauses. 
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The network of intergovernmental partnership agreements mark 
cooperation in various sectors such as ecology, energy, economy. 
In the Mediterranean area, the meetings between the delegations 
of participating states are marked as typical examples of 
partnerships of an energy nature with the participation of 
countries such as Algeria and Turkey in a strategic axis between 
parts of the Mediterranean of a globalized, conflictual society, in 
solidarity towards a resilience that resists the claims that address 
the crisis situation as remedies for the extraordinary events of the 
international script (Corvino, 2020; El Kholi, Kwak, 2020; 
Gumbert, 2022; Giri, 2023; D'Amato, Sachoulidou, 2023; 
Amineh, 2023). 

Summits of a global nature are in reality many times a return to 
the national and/or imperial unilateralism of the old days. This is 
a path towards the creation of common, collective bodies of a 
narrow, elite base of participants from all member states of the 


international community. 
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From a legal point of view, international conferences and 
summits organized by the UN often have a general and not 
precise opening, where most states, under the universal aspect, 
include resilience as it is applied to defense and democratic 
freedom, deriving in such a way the indicators of the severity and 
depth of armed conflicts and the strategies for resolving the 
crises that are part of a conflict. 

The final objective is equality of arms between the belligerents 
who are engaged in military operations with precise and wide- 
ranging weapons, especially in the south-east of Ukraine and in 
the Donbass area. 

This spirit of cosmopolitanism of globalized society presents 
itself as a solution to the phenomenon of continuous crises of all 
kinds. Equality of arms, the negotiating dignity of the parties at 
the peace table, the guarantee of market freedom as a level 
playing field and with market actors as protagonists, are the 
foundations for a return to the new normality of international life 
with coherence, cohesion of public policies of states and groups 


of states (Beaumont, Holliday, 2022). 
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By speaking of restart, we mean the exit phases for an armed 
conflict during a war and in the post-conflict phase. In this phase, 
peace negotiation takes place through the activity of a good 
mediator, where each state of the international community 
designates the activation of political-diplomatic communication 
between governments and contending states. 

Unjust war coincides with just peace. A war where the essential 
conditions of objective and subjective law and guarantees of 
protection are part of a new legal reality. In this case, objective 
law coincides with subjective law, with democratic freedoms, 
ensuring individuals and groups of citizens guarantees for the 
protection of rights, for the respect that requires the identification 
of states that guarantee the role of responsibilities for peace and 


safety (Lothian, 2022). 
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Democracy through crisis 

The notion of democracy is variable and includes many issues of 
the life of a democratic state: from the protection of human rights 
to the addressing of the crisis as a novelty of the global era 
towards the management of risks, efforts and attempts where 
crises are linked to the transition of situations where the 
ecological crisis, emigration and military strategy are connected 
to armed conflicts, in high-risk emergency situations. 

The Russian and Israeli conflicts have created a broad 
geopolitical dispute of anomalous events for democracy. A 
mobilization of the global system through the UN and to the 
European organizations in order to limit the disputes through 
economic and commercial sanctions within the area of NATO 
and EU countries. 

The global world in the Russian-Ukrainian controversy leaves a 
legacy of international military tradition, where the divided state 
is the result of non-positive factors. The dismemberment of states 


as a result of the appearance of minor and smaller and 
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unrecognized states for the international community find 
justification in assistance in minority states such as those in the 
Russian zone (Aragnonfoh, 2021; Cohen, Marci, Scuccimarra, 
2021; Kumar, H6éffken, Pols, 2021; Miklaszewska, 2021; Tan, 
2021; Von Lucke, Diez, Aamodt, Ahrens, 2021; Cole, 2022; 
Heywood, Whitham, 2023). 

The military lines have resulted in reactions to the international 
community considering active measures for the defense of 
international legality which violates global democracy, of every 
people who find themselves under occupation and in a stage of 
aggression. 

The countermeasures against Russia are expressed through a 
support of reasons for precise military intervention, thus 
accompanying the energy policy now outside the environment of 
the EU, at a global level where in an imposing way the 
continuous even hybrid wars allow the use of repression for the 
civil liberties of occupied peoples due to the threat and use of 


weapons. 
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Perhaps a solution would be the just Russian-Ukrainian war 
which included groups of states to international organizations. 
Russia has lost on an international level its profile as a great 
power that it has cultivated for years following the path of 
geopolitical crisis by adding militarism and a geopolitical 
economy of global level. 

The Ukrainian state has thus tried to move towards a diplomacy 
of Western thought, gaining sympathy and above all trying to put 
into practice the solidarity of Atlantic states and above all those 
that are part of the EU. 

The continuous attacks in the Ukrainian zone both in the 
territorial and maritime borders as aggressive military operations 
produce a long-term warlike occupation causing damage suffered 
by the state and the Ukrainian population as part of 
reconstruction. The costs fall on the state of employment and are 
subject to support for long-term public debt. The clauses for 
future peace treaties are aimed at sanctions and have remedial 


purposes to support the territory that has been invaded. 
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Emergency crisis and democracy 

Democracy always passes through various stages, even extreme 
ones, leading to war, trampling on domestic constitutions, 
people's rights, public health, etc. International prophylaxis 
enters a context where war, peace and justice are part of the 
democratic constitution. 

The content of a state of exception that respects democracy and 
produces a fragmented globalization for the geopolitical and 
economic areas is defined within the north-south, east-west areas, 
in the Atlantic, Asian and Mediterranean states. 

The global crisis of 2022-2023 and the continuous change of 
economic, political and democratic alliances have produced a 
new re-establishment for the world order as a response to the 
emergencies of energy and economic crisis. 

The formation of international groups today are instant alliances 
linked to economic interests that are products of crises that have 
not negatively affected states such as Russia and the United 


States that are part of organizational groups such as BRCIS, G7 
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and G20 (Neff, 2014; Carothers, O’Donohue, 2019; Berberoglu, 
2020; Maskovsky, Bjork-James, 2020; Ostiguy, Panizza, Moffitt, 
2020; Pierre, Peters, 2020; Rother, 2022; Hastingw, Domegan, 
2023; Langille, Trebilcock, 2023). 

The Russian-Ukrainian zone and peoples have shown the right to 
self-determination in traditional forms of state and government 
that respects economic and diplomatic geopolitics. Russia 
presents itself as a federation of states in the Baltic, Pacific and 
Black Seas that are seeking debate to find a solution to a global 
dimension that burdens the Black Sea towards the Mediterranean 
and the entire Western, Atlantic world. 

This type of situation is evaluated through terms that show the 
end of the Cold War, and/or perhaps a new type of war between 
geopolitical and economic systems where even legitimate 
competition from a federative and unionist model presents itself 
to the world of Atlantic countries. 

The opening of states such as Moldova, Georgia, Ukraine 
extends the original border to a north-east and east line of the 


Mediterranean. Within this perspective which is not without

implications, the south of the world presents itself with a 
common line where the alliance and the groups of states are 
presented at southern borders in the continents that are part of the 
countries and groups of MERCOSUR, Southern ASEAN and 
ASEAN. 

The Russian-Ukrainian war speaks for a modification of the 
global state, thus shifting security towards a strategic defense of a 
military nature. It is a preventive defense where the territorial, 
maritime and air spaces have expanded the dimension that is 
subject to control and the weapon systems with complementary 
way give role to economic security as defense of the markets and 
through a continuous search for new alliances in the post-soviet 


space to the European and Asian continent. 
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Towards a model of democratic alliances 

Within this reality of crisis, the democratization process presents 
itself as a priority and progressive model of a national identity 
which is multiplied by the forms of international regimes to the 
states with common individual objectives. This is how the 
process of fragmentation occurs in areas that are understood 
through strategic lines of geopolitical and economic objectives. 
The criterion of equal collaboration and the possible 
globalization of the contemporary world present themselves as a 
new form of democratic alliance. A way out of the crises is 
possible through international policy directions for the non- 
European countries. 

This presents new open frontiers also for areas such as Central 
Asia, the Middle East, Africa and Latin America. These are areas 
recognized by ancient histories of closeness that create 
relationships with the EU. 

The old axis between United States and Russia has contributed to 


the birth of a post-Soviet space where the Arab-Israeli 
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agreements were a guarantee for it. However, the result was the 
outbreak of new wars with the known consequences, i.e. 
destruction of the land and victims among the civilian 
population. 

The African gas routes for new energy supplies and the defense 
functions at the service of the people have been seen as a solution 
for the open crises of the 21st century. Thus, the democratic 
states assign in conflict areas an important task for pacifism and 
collective security. 

Within this framework, the aggressor states through new 
sanctions have reassured an enlargement towards states that the 
risks to political-economic security are a reality (Bevelander, 
Wodak, 2019; Cardenas del Rey, De Arribas Camara, 2021; 
Pereyra Doval, Souroukon, 2021; Hollifield, Foley, 2022; 
Lussier, Hendon, 2023; Smith-Cannoy, Redeker Hepner, 2023). 
From a comparative point of view, international regimes of 
government and democracy are divided into a plurality of 


geopolitical and economic forms. Thus a network of alliances is 
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marked where the sovereignty of each state is regulated by a 
regime of projection and circulation of networks of alliances with 
capital investments, etc. 

The borders verify the denial of integrated cooperation as can 
also be seen in moments of crisis. The countermeasures of 
sanctions and counter-sanctions legitimize the defense and 
legality of one or the other. Thus governments refuse citizens to 
participate in foreign companies of authoritarian governments 
and seize and confiscate their assets, thus believing that peace 
and justice at the international level are part of global democratic 
security as an active defense in countries of liberal democracy, 
incorporating the path of an illiberal democracy to a global world 
of division between democracies that aim at the values of 
fundamental rights of freedoms and people and respecting the 
protection of the collective values of institutions and groups of 
public life. 

The agreement with other autocratic groups are linked to global, 
internal and external security on the European continent towards 


a common search for traditions to an authentic vision of a world 
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order. 

The conflict in Israel as well as the Russian-Ukrainian one have 
put a wall on the old world based on the armed forces, reducing 
the hybrid exercise of political-economic forces of the 
adversaries. 

The operators of war are seen through guarantees where the 
regime of international crimes and illicit activities make 
excessive, abusive use of force as we have seen through these 
latest war disputes where the victims are multiplied and the 
violation of international humanitarian law runs a crisis without 
end. 

The true paradox of this crisis of 2022-2023 is that the 
contending states as perpetrators and at the same time as victims 
of international crimes find themselves in a double role aspiring 
to justice for dependent international tribunals with results not 
yet seen. 

The spirit of belligerence has targeted those responsible for the 


damage of global markets and the turbulence of international 
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trade. The conflict between authors of conflicts occurred on 
military fronts where the conflicts themselves are the result of 
financial and economic crises. 

The contrast of autocratic states is explained from the sanctions 
to individual bodies and oligarchic persons, where those 
responsible at international summits are legitimized to exercise 
and follow judicial actions for the defense of these financial and 
patrimonial rights, as the object of restrictive measures by 
sanctioning states, such as we see through the sanctions of the 
EU and beyond. 

Ultimately, the fight against democracy and democratic security 
represents the proscription lists. We note Russian multinational 
companies that are included in the blacklists, responsible for 
violations of the rights of their citizens, as well as market 
distortions, to the detriment of citizens of other countries such as 
energy and food shock. 

Thus the sanctions against the oligarchy, as well as one's own 
capabilities, are personal to which various states in the Atlantic, 


Pacific area are part.

Public services 

Contemporary wars and continuous economic crises influenced 
negatively the democracy in a multidimensional way, which in its 
terms affects the satisfaction of primary needs for the populations 
that are victims. 

States affect wars and civil and political rights as a system that 
limits personal freedoms by obliging defense for peace. 
Contemporary wars between peoples affect domestic 
communities, thus influencing state democracy where civil, 
economic and social structures limit public service networks 
despite the fact that the new agreements are the response to a 
security crisis for gas and energy. 

The new networks of non-European countries starting from the 
Sino-Siberian gas pipeline and the trans-Anatolian one up to 
North African are part of a diplomatic activism for the regulation 


of areas that influence the energy democracy which is in 
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transition. 

The partnership in the European context includes the sectors of 
sources that have a traditional nature, as well as alternative 
development mechanisms. For example, an ecological, global 
development that addresses the limitation of the use of force in 
armed conflicts that seeks normality in international social and 
economic life. It is a vision where the paralysis of the UN 
presents itself as a main form and as a guarantor of security and 
peace (PUBLICATIONS OFFICE OF THE EUROPEAN 
UNION, 2020; PUBLICATIONS OFFICE OF THE 
EUROPEAN UNION, 2021; PUBLICATIONS OFFICE OF 
THE EUROPEAN UNION, 2022; Kachiga, 2022; Mccluskey, 
2022; Banks, 2022; Sanders, 2023; Newman, Gordon, 2023). 
This model of neo-globalism seeks to ensure global trade. 
However, the Russian-Ukrainian and Israeli case shows us that 
the parts of the international community through the G7, G20, 
BRICS groups lose their partnership benefits to an international 


trade that brings well-being to their populations. 
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Maritime and air spaces movements that provoke global 
challenges are common problems for the international 
community. The practice of weapons attacks and the application 
of economic sanctions are some of the measures that the 
international community applies in order to resolve the above 
problems. They are also moving in this direction the rules of 
global and regional cooperation treaties that are applied to armed 
conflicts. 

Generally, armed conflicts, such as those we have seen in the 
Russian-Ukrainian case, produce a negative political and 
economic impact. This undermines international security and the 
protection of human rights in the local area, i.e. in the Caucasus, 
the Black Sea, as well as in the recovery of economic 
development inside and outside the same area. Thus the opening 
of a series of military disputes is susceptible to relations that refer 
to a mutual fight against international war crimes against 


humanity, attributable to one and/or another party. 
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Global alliance governments 

The government agreements aim at alliances between democratic 
states in a phase where multilateral and global levels are the 
prerequisites for democracy, i.e. the engine of a society that links 
the objectives of every democratic state that repudiates war and 
justice between nations. 

In times of normality, democracy and the protection of human 
rights serves as a disconnection factor for levels of democratic 
government in the geopolitical, economic and social sectors. The 
governance of global crises presents itself as a competitor of 
transformations of domestic government policies in periods 
where such transformations of national government policies are 
ensured, i.e. in periods that ensure European and international 
actions of individual states. 

The continuity of government policies becomes through the 
exercise of powers and their execution is in accordance with 


obligations that formed from crisis and international disputes. 
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(Buckle, Thompson, 2016; Meers, Velthof, Michels, Rietra, 
Stevens, 2020; PUBLICATIONS OFFICE OF THE EUROPEAN 
UNION, 2020; Schneider, Susser, 2020; Taplin, Winterton, 
2020; Cerniglia, Saraceno, Watt, 2021; Pulipaka, Srinivasan, 
Mayall, 2023). 

The Russian Federation assumed a global role as it participates as 
a permanent member of the Security Council of the UN in the 
maintenance of international peace and security, i.e. the main 
objectives in a global context. However, the central paralysis of 
the UN and the fragmentation of groups of states are independent 
from the respect of the conflict. 

Most of the times a domestic conflict remains as a memory of a 
practice that demonstrates the inability of the G20 that is limited 
only to final statements, as we have seen at the Bali Presidency 
of 2022. 

The EU made an attempt to Europeanize Ukraine by approving 
its application to the European Parliament as we saw in June of 


2022. Thus Ukraine is the result of a change where the global 
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policies of the Member States of the EU accelerate the methods 
of admission through aggression towards the Black Sea. 
Additionally, the position of the transition phases are the path for 


the entry of states into the Balkan area. 


Conclusions 

Global democracy requires a level of connection between 
national states and multinational fronts of alliances where they 
concern the regional security spaces defined in times of crises 
and remained within the principles of global governance. 

The Euro-Asian and Mediterranean sources are presented as a 
global dialogue and as an alternative to the crisis in a European 
context that is linked to the West and the East, inserting Ukraine 
into a sphere of geopolitical and economic influence that denies 
dependence on traditions of the former Soviet Union era. 
Independence in a global environment presents itself as a reality 


that influences development, the reform of institutions in a 
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context open to other continents whether they are allies or not. 
The principle of continuity and the European actions in the 
international context of the state affect matters of mixed 
competence, that groups of states share by acting on references to 
principles that respect human rights, as a foreign policy 
instrument. 

The relationship between the EU and the Member States that are 
part of it passes to a management that presents itself as a wall of 
protection for the public debt values of an unlimited, 
unconditional mechanism that involves aspects of rules that 
continue to evolve. 

The Euro-North Atlantic and Euro-Mediterranean NATO group 
did not complete the Balkan NATO sector in the Adriatic Sea. 
Thus the Balkan NATO includes Albania, North Macedonia and 
Montenegro while the states of Serbia, Bosnia and Kosovo have 
maintained an equidistant position between various fronts with 
the final objective of having relationships only with European 


Union states connected to NATO. 
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The reasoning of this front is based on the Balkan wars of the last 
decade which linked to the failed project of the greater Serbia of 
Bosnia, Kosovo and Croatia. 

The European crisis that began in 2022 has allowed us to talk 
about traces of war in the global state that asymmetrically 
multiples the consequences of military, socio-economic and food 
security. Thus the security crisis in a limited space establishes a 
large global space. The picture of the divided summa comes in 
contrast with the democratic West and the autocratic East of the 
past. 

European states whether or not have emerged from the pandemic 
crisis to wage ongoing wars. The causes are many and the 
elimination of avoiding the repetition of new ways of peace are 
the path of a new recovery that recovers common values, legality 
as well as the management of economic and political spaces in 


the European and global context. 
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The conflicts of 2022-2024 acknowledge what has been pre- 
established by the UN, as an institutional mechanism that 
functions as a primary body of political decision-making. The 
continuous crises show that the role of collective security shows 
the need for more careful defense control even in areas that have 
not considered the past, such as in the Atlantic and Indo-Pacific 
areas. 

Experience shows that the consequences of an international 
action affect not only individual states but also groups of states 
that extend across different sectors of competence. 

International peace and security has endangered the militarization 
of coastal areas to a legal order of the sea where large spaces 
prevail. The open waters and the international path to peace and 
security undergoes the serious turbulence that is evident in the 
continent and the ocean. 

The territoriality of crises in belligerent countries are 


disconnected from the global legal regime of open spaces as this 
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type of war turbulence is considered to be harmful to security and 
peace in the free trade markets and for human rights which 


demand limits on the use of the armed force. 
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
